Wh 
that size of an appropriation will 
be awarded to the library lies in 
the hands of the 50-odd Newman 
Club members. : 

Nevertheless, whether the sug- 
gested plan goes through, or a 
smaller percentage is decided upon, 
we feel this is a definite step to- 
ward-a better college here at. Sa- 
linas. No doubt some will scoff 
at the idea that such a small 
amount of money as can be raised 
by the club for a library fund will 
bring about radical changes. 

We agree no million dollars. will 
be raised, but the unselfishness 
shown by the Newman Club in en- 
deavoring to enhance the college 
library should not be regarded 
lightly. Perhaps this action will 
pave the way for similar actions by 
other clubs on the campus. 

It’s folly to think that we, the 
student body, can build dormito- 
ries, a student union, swimming 
pool, or that the Newman Club 
can fully. provide enough volumes 
for a complete library but if we, 
the student body, signify that we 
ate at least attempting to “salt” 
funds away for a better college, the 
prospect of passing a school bond 
for these items will have a much 
better chance of securing town sup- 
port. 

The Newman Club should be 
encouraged and congratulated for 
offering to devote time and effort 


for a-worthwhile cause.
